Life, But He Slays Two Other W o ­ 


men and Himself. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 23.—Two women 
and a man are lying in the morgue 
and the lives of two other persons ar J 
ebbing slowly away in St. Jo sep hs 
hospital as a result 
of 
wholesale 
slaughter by an insane lover at the 
home of the woman he professed to 
love, 681 North Eleventh street. 
The dead are: Mrs. Edward E. Sny­ 
der, twenty-eight years old, shot in 
the neck; Mrs. Annie Tennson, aged 
twenty-six years, shot in tile breast; 
Herman Peters, the slayer, shot in tho 
head. 
The injured: Ole Tennson, shot in 
the breast, in critical condition; Mrs. 
Jessie Carman, shot in the side; Mrs. 
Lillian Mosser, the landlady, contu­ 
sions of the head. 
Mrs. Lillian 
mosser, the indirect 
cause of the shooting, is the only one 
of the injured for whom the slightest 
hope for recovery is entertained. 
Ole Tennson has a bullet imbedded 
deeply in ids breast; Mrs. Ida Carman 
has a bullet in her side, underneath 
her liPart. No operation has yet been 
performed upon either. Their cond I 
tlon Is too critical and the physicians 
at the hospital momentarily expect the 
death total to rea» h live. 
Five persons, said to be witness »s 
of the affair, .ire being held to await 
the action of the coroner. They arc; 
William M. Timmins and his broth r, 
Thomas F.; F. O. Carman, Mrs. But­ 
ler and George E. Snyder, tile three 
last being inmates of the house on 
North Eleventh street. C arm an’s wife 
is one of the injured; Snyder's wife 
is one of the dead. 
The 
trouble 
started at a party, 
where five of the six persons, who 
are either dead or dying, were seated 
around a table drinking. 
Peters, who 
for a long time had professed to be'Ll 
lave with Mrs. B i t s e r , entered the 
dyiuig riMUJi 
ami, according to the 
story <*f own of the Victims, began br 
ing almost Bt once. 
Nearly every time he pulled the 
trigger deatli spurted from the n u z ­ 
zle of the little gun. His first shot wa. 
at the woman for whom he protease I 
love. T errorstricken, she ranted and 
the bullet went over her head. 
She 
was severely injured by the fall, al­ 
though it saved her life. 
Then the slaughter began. With al­ 
most every shot a life was extinguish­ 
ed. And, finally, cornered by the police 
in his room. Peters fired the last bul­ 
let in his gun into his own b ra in .# * 
According to the police, the shqot 
ing was the outcome of a drinking 
bout, in which all the victims and Sev­ 
eral others participated. Peters is Bald 
to have used objectionable langung* 
and was rebuked by Mrs. Blosser. He 
resented the criticism and there were 
some words. Peters then left the room, 
to return almost Immediately with a 
revolver. 
When the police entered the hoiiv* 
they fell over the dead body of Mrs. 
Tennson. 
The woman had crawled 
from the dining room, where the shoot­ 
ing occurred. 
Mrs. Blosser was lying 
on the floor of the dining room, her 
head lacerated where she had fallen 
against a chair in a faint after Pe­ 
ters had left the room. Mrs. Snyder 
was lying in the kitchen.

Peters was stretched on 
the floor, with blood pouring I rom a 
bullet wound in the head.

He thinks this man may have 
been A. IL Curtis, an Englishman an * 
a friend of William T. Benton.
